WASHINGTON, June -I.—Mr. Atkins, chnir 


man of the snb-comuiiitoo of appropriations 
ii now engaged iu the preparation of threo 
appropriation bills deoided upon by the 
Democratic cnuoue yestordny, and expects 
to submit them to tho general committee 
tomorrow. It has been decided to report 
the legislative bill first, to be followed by a 
bill for expensed of tbo Department of Jus- 
tice, nnd last by thn nrmy bill. 


The legislative bill will pnss without op- 


position, but tbo judicinl bill will bo nutng- 
oniKofl by tbe Republicans, ns there aro rad- 
ical changes from existing laws respecting 
tho mode of procedure in courts aud the 
drawing of jurors, nud imposing penalties 
on tbo President and federal officers for vio- 
lation. The Republicans of both Houses 
nro confident tbat tho President will not as- 
eeut to the latter bill, ns it is an infringe- 
ment of tho Executive prerogatives. 


The Democrats, however, aro determined 


to force this new issuo, and should the 
President veto it, they declare they will ad- 
journ without appropriating a dollar for 
this brunch of service. 
Many Ilopublicaus 


think tho President will not sign tbe nrmy 
bill with restrictions. 


THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 


Tho onucus conference committee has 


been at work putting BOIUO unfinished sec- 
tions of tho appropriation bills iuto shape, 
but the Kepublicans are riot informed of 
the exaot;phrnsoology which has finally baea 
adopted. From the fall reports mado of 
the caucus last night the genoral impression 
among tho liopublicnnB acorns to bo tbat 
tho proviso which it is proposed to nttnch 
to the army bill will bo iu such n shnpo as 
will allow tho President to sign it. There 
nre two reports, however, in regard .to its 
phraseology,and one of these would prohibit

Congress. Tho quicker tho Demooratio ma- 
jority of tho national legislature recoguizo 
this fact the bettor it will bo for its political 
prospects. 


The special correspondent of lite Boston 


Journal says that tho Itopublicaus who bavo 
had an opportunity of examining tho text 
of the Appropriation bills which tho Demo- 
crats now proposo to pasa, say that they do 
not see how it will be possible for the Pres- 
ident to approve them, as tboy by indirec- 
tion seek to repeal or nullify tho elflolion 
laws and to accomplish exactly tho same pur- 
pose whioh tho vetoed bills attempted. The 
Democrats themselves expect a veto of cer- 
tainly one of tho bills and possibly of two. 
Should these bills be vetoed thoro is no 
doubt that it is tho intention of tho majori- 
ty of tho Democrats then to pass tho appro- 
priation hills without restrictions.
